Every Commissioner appointed as before men-
tioned shall have power to administer an cath which may be
lawfully required in thig State to any person willing to take
the same, and to take and daly certify all depositions to be
used in any of tho Courts of this State in conformity to the
laws thereof, either on interrogatories proposed under a Com-
mission from any Court of this State, or by consent of par-
ties, or on legal notice given to the opposite party ; and all
such acts shall be as valid as if done and certified according
to law by a proper officer in this State.

Sec. 4, Every such Commissioner before performing any
duty or exercising any power by virtue of his appoiniment,
shall take and subscribe an oath or affirmation before a
Judge or a Clerk of one of the Courts of Record of the State
in which such Commissioner shall reside well and faithfully
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to execute and perform all the duties of such Commigsioner,
under and by virtue of the laws of the State of Minnesota,
which vath with a deacription or impression of his senl of
office shall be filed in the office of the Secretary of this

State.
Sec, 5. This Act shall take effect and be in force from and

after its passage.
